Veterans are none too happy about the Fox Hills, L. I. 
emergency housing project. 
Despite the difficulties of furnished room living, over- 
crowding and “in-law trouble,” veterans are not eager to 
start life anew in the peanut-sized, two-room, barrack-style 


apartments. 


The project was officially opened Saturday when Gov. 
Thomas Dewey turned-over the land-lease to Mayor William 
O’Dwyer. But up until yesterday only eight out of 120 
veterans notified, have indicated any willingness to call “the 
fox-holes of Long Island“ home. These 120 veterans were 


marked “most desperate” on the application list. 
At the Manhattan Beach project, 


also opened Saturday, some 90 out 
of the 140 notified have responded. 

The Manhattan Beach project, 
with its sturdy buildings and cot- 
tages, formerly a Coast Guard site, 
is far superior to the two-story 
barrack-houses in Fox Hills, which 
throughout the war housed Negro 
troops. 

Fox Hills project is set in bar- 
ren stretches which turn to quag- 
mires in rain and snow. 

Even Gov. Dewey couldn’t keep 
the mud off his shoes when he 
visited on Saturday. Cognizant of 
the project’s inferiority, he said he 
hoped it would eventually turn out 
“as good as the one at Manhattan 
Beach.” A new tenant, Mrs. Lee

Thousands of political prisoners 
still remain in concentration camps 
in violation of the pledges made by 
Chiang Kai-shek, the Committee 
for a Democratic Far Eastern Po- 
licy, charged here yesterday.
